'Judge J. Bouldin Rector was well equipped both by nature, training and assid-
uous atudy to fill to the fullest measure the posltion whioch he held so long. Hils
waes a trained, loglcal and analytical mind, and 1ln the dlscharge of the many dutles
that devolved upon him as Clty Attorney, be brought to bear natural abllity, profound
learning and conscientious thought, coupled with the desire to serve the City of Austin
and all 1tg people. Hls personal integrity was never questioned and he discharged the
duties of his office fearlessly and consclentiously.

tIn the discharge of his dutles as City Attorney, the humblest citlzen of Austin
could obtaln from him advice and the most careful conelderation of his rights.

'Hip natural abllity as a lawyer and his long service as City Attorney made

Judge J. Bouldin Rector one of Af not the outetanding munlcipal lawyer in the State of

Texas. Hie merlt 1n thies ocapacity was recognized in State convention meetings of the
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01ty Attorneye of Texas, and was aldo given recognition by his eleotion as Preeldent of

the League of Texas Munloipalltiles, in which capaolity he served during the years 1930

and 1931 in suoh a manner as to be of great service to the municipalities of the Btate,
and with honor to himself.
1As Oity Attorney he was of invaluable asslgtance to the members of previous and
of thils Oity Councidl; therefore

'THAT in the death of J. Bouldin Rector, the 0ity of Austin hag suffered an Arrepar-
